1, Aes requested, this memorandum submits our proposal for 


the 1967 Awards Ceremony commemorating the Agency's twentieth 
anniversary.

2. While the proposed basic program follows our usual pattern 
annual awards program, some important differences are sug- 


gested: 


a. Participation by the President of the United States, 
the Vice President, Cabinet and Congressional dignitaries, 
and other officials associated with the Intelligence Community. 
(A suggested list is attached at Tab A and a suggested text 
for invitations, except to the President and Vice President, 
is attached at Tab B. If an unofficial check indicates that 
either the President or the Vice President will be able to 
attend, the invitation to them should take the form of a 
special letter from the Director of Central Intelligence. ) 


b. Hopefully, an Agency official would be nominated for 
and be granted the President's Distinguished Civilian Service 


Award to be presented at the ceremony. 


ce. Music to be provided by a service band as well as 
by the Agency Chorale. 


d. Participation in the program of the combined De- 
partment of Defense Color Guard. 
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e. Formal invocation by a clergyman. 


3. We propose the following changes in our normal administrative 
mechanics for the program: 


a. All seats to be reserved and admission to be by 
ticket only. Ushers would check tickets and escort Agency 
and non-Agency guests to aesigned seets. 


b. Only one representative from each component in 
each length of service category designated to receive his 
certificate at the ceremony. 


c. Transparencies of the Agency seal and of the 
Presidential seal to be projected on the circles behind 
the stage. 


4. A suggested chronology for the program is attached at 
Tab C and a suggested outline for the printed program is attached 
at Tab D. 


5. It goes without saying that our key proposals require early 
action. For this reason, it is suggested that our plans be presented 
to appropriate officials for approval at least in principle at the earliest 


possible date.
